AN EXCITING SCENE. 


A mchmap, living in Ciccolani-street, 
Alexandria, has recently been somewhat 
strange in his head. Lately he tried to set 
fire to his honse with petroleum. The land- 
lord and neighbours became alarmed and 
begged the consular and police authorities 
to secure the madman and expel bim from 
the house. Yesterday afternoon a delegate of 
the French Consalate, accompanied. by a janis- 
sary, went to the house, and a scene of great 
excitement ensued. The madman with a 
loaded revolver threatened to kill the delegate 
and the janissary if they dared to set foot in 
his honse. The local police came to their aid 
but up to 6.30 o’clock yesterday evening 
nothing could be eftected. The man barricad- 
ed himself in and refused to budge, meantime 
keeping his foes st bay by pointing the nozzle 
of his revolver through the door. At 7 o'clock 
a dozen firemen were summoned with’ the 
steam fire engine and a reinforcement of 
twenty police. Some firemen clambered op 
the house while others smashod the door in 
with their hatchets. The madman was finally 
securéd from behind and taken to the French 
Consulate. These proceedings, which lasted 
from 1 to, 8 p.m., aronsed extraordinary ex- 

—witernest Jo the neighbourhood and a crowd 
of some thousands of persons watched the siege 


of the Alexandrian Fort Chabrol with the 
keenest/ interest. The consular authorities 
have-sesled up the house. 


Tbe hero of this onfortunate episode is 
named Bernard. He has been a resident at 
Alexandria for four years past and he is 
described as an inventor of chemical prodacts. 
His means of existence are quite unknown bat 
he used to devote considerable time to chemi- 
cal experiments, which annoyed his veigh- 
bours considerably. He spent last night in the 
Government Hospital and this morning the 
French Consular Secretary and Dr. Legrand 
were appointed Commissioners in Lunacy to 
examine and report on his mental condition 
and to discover whether he is actually mad.

LAYING OF FOUNDATION STONE. 


SPHpnCH BY LORD CROM Fr, 


The laying of the foundation stone of the 


new Victoria College drew a large and repre- 
sentative gathering to Siouf yesterday after- 
noon. The ceremony took place in a large 
tent, which afforded ample accommodation for 
the handreds of persons present. The proceed- 
ing began punctually at 4.30 o'clock. Among 
the many notables present among the specta- 
tors were his Beatitade Photius II., the

at Alexandria, who spoke as follows :— 


“We are gathered to-day to Jay the founda- 


tion stone of the new Victoria College, and as 
chairman of the committee, I take this oppor- 
tunity to express the great gratification we 
feel at Lord Cromer having consented to 
perform this. ceremony for us. 
is very moch enbanced by the gracious pre- 
sence of Lady Cromer. In the name of all 
present Inow tender them our very hearty 
welcome.

I will not on this occasion deal with 


the history and prospects of the college. These 
matters will be treated of by subsequent 
speakers. It will, however, I think, be con- 
venient if I describe briefly the proposed order 
of the ceremony to-day. First, Baron Jacques 
de Menasce, as one of the most inflaential of 
the original promoters of our school, and as 
a member of the general and executive com- 
mittee, will giveus a short statement of his 
views of the progress and prospects of our 
college. Secondly, Sheikh Mohamed Hamid, 
the Arabio professor of’ the college, who has 
rendered us invaluable service, will pronounce 
a sbort address.in ths language of this country. 
Thirdly, Mr. Preston, the hon, secretary, who 
hag so generously devoted so much of his tims 
to the college, will read, for general inf>rma- 
tion, the scroll which it is proposed to place in 


the cavity of the foundation stone. 


He will 


then submit the scroll to Lord Cromer and 
invite him and Lady Cromer to add thereto 
their signatures. All being thos ready, Mr. 


Preston will, on behalf of the committee, ask

Sheikh Mohamed Hamed then addressed 
the gathering in Arabic. Tha fo'lowing is a 
summary cf his speech :— 

The virtues and vices of a nation enter by 
the door of education: If ingtragtion be im- 
proved and edacation be suitable to the needs 
of the people, the results of the two will be a 
blessing to the country and will produce men 
that love the truth ; who are trustworthy and 
capable of giving good advice ; men that will 
be of one mind and have one object in view; 
whose memory will live in after days and be 
remembered in history. Bat if the contrary, 
the pillars of the country will fall down. When 
a boy attains manbood his deeds will be in 
accordance with what he has learnt as a child. 
As the:thread is woven upon the loom, so will 
be the texture of the web. The manners that a 
child learns are thus interwoven in his nature, 
and are not merely adornments from without. 
Bat earliest impressions are strongest. There- 
fore there should be a fixed time for a boy’s 
entering school. In proportion as a boy is left 
to himse'f so will his character grow strong. 
We must see, then, that his surroundings are 
good. We want thorefore three things : a fixed 
time for a boy to enter school ; good inflaences 


his school course. These are tha objects at 
which we aim in the school of which his Excel- 
lency Lord Cromer is just now laying with his 
own hand the foundation stone; that itsfounda- 
tions may be learning, understanding, and 
morality. AndI pray that God may help those 
who are set in authority over us to do that 
which will bring blessings upon themselves and 
upon us. 


Mr. A. 8. Preston then read the text of the 
scroll placed in the cavity of the stone, which 
is as follows :— ; 

Victoria College is an institution intended 
by its promoters to provide for the upper 
classes in Egypt of all nationalities and creeds 
a school for tke edacation of their sons 
which would, so far as pors‘ble, follow the 
lines of an English public school. The idea, 
which owes its origin to the initiative of 
Sir Charles Cookson, H.B.M.’s Consal-Ge- 
neral in 1897, met at the outset with 
very considerable support amongst the British 
community at Alexandria and elsewhere in 
Egypt, as well as from the leading members 
of other communities, notably the Greek, 
Israelite, Syrian, and Mussulman. A large 
sum of money. was raised and early in 1898 
Mr. G. B. -Alderson presented the college, 
then known as the British Schoo!s of Egypt, 
with the site of some 25,000 equare pics on 
which the present college stands. The fands, 
however, at the disposal of the College Com- 
mittee did not admit of a commencement, 
until in January, 1900, Mr. Alderson again 
generous'y came forward with the offer of the 
loan of the fands necessary to enable the 
buildings to be completed: The school bnuild- 
ing was began early in 1901 and op the 25th 
April, 1901, the foundation stone of the firat 
college was laid by Lord Cromer. On the 
24th May, 1901, at a general mesting of 
promoters, the neme of the school was changed 
to “Victoria College” and the scheme adopted 
as a memorial to hor Most Gracious Majesty 
the late Qreen Victoria. The college first 
opened its doors to pupils on November 1, 
1902, onder the head masterrhip of Mr. 
C. R. Lias, and doring the first year the 
numbers of the school, which at the opening 
were 25, rose to 45. Since that date the 
college has been continuonsly a success and the 
average number of pupils at the present day 
is 186. The growing number of pupils has ren- 


dered a large college necessary and the great 


rise in the value of Alexandria land decided 
the committee to arrange for the sale of the 
existing site and the purcharce of @ larger 
site farther from the town, where, with the 
fands 80 made available, a new college could 
be built. The, site of about 17 feddans, on 
which this foundation stone is being laid, 
was accordingly purchased in February, 1905, 
and has since been transferred to the college 
trustees with the friéfidly intervention of the 
Egyptian Government. Itis hoped to open the 
new College in October, 1907. It will provide 
accommodation for some 850 pupile and will 
admit of being farther extended to accommo- 
date 500 oreven more. The present founda- 
tion stone is Isid to-day the 24th May, 
1906, the anniversary ofthe birthday of the 
late Queen, by the Rt. Honble. the Earl of 
Cromer, G.C.B., G@.C.M.G., K.C.8.I., etc., ac: 
companied by Lady Cromer. Accompanying 
this are the firatthres annoal reports of the 
head-master and the hon. treasurer oontain- 
ing also lists of the founders, general com- 
mittee, and executive committee of the 
College. 


Before asking Lady Cromer to lay the 


foundation stone Lord Cromer delivered the 
followirg speech :— 


Mr. Gould, Ladies, and Gentlemen,— When 


the Victoria College was ficst instituted, some 
doubts were expressed as to its fature, It was 
wisely decided to move tentatively. Those 
doubts have now been removed. Tho inatita- 
tion may be said to have passed ont of the 
experimental stage. We are assembled here 
to-day, ou the anniversary of the birthday of 
our late revered Queen, to lay the foundation 
stone of a larger and more complete institu- 
tion than that which formerly ex'sted. This 
unquestionable saccess is, I think, mainly dae 
to two cau:e3. In the first place, itis dae to 
the persistent efforts of the committee, and 
notably to the generosity of a fellow-country- 
man who in many directions has con‘erred 
great benefits on the town of Alexandria ; I 
need hardly say that I allade to Mr. Alderaun. 
The second canse is thit, under the impulse 
given by Mr..Lias, what is probably the best 
feature of the English public echool system 
has been introduced, In a recent ‘Yeport, Mr. 
Lias, paraphrasing an expression of that great 
schoolmaster, DrvArnold, said that he wished 
to make this college “an epitome of the home.” 


Perhaps it wonld have b3en more correct to 


say, “a reproduction of the home.” This is 
what is being done. The masters are brought 
into close and constant contact with the 
pupils ; and I understand that the committee 
hae, very wisely, decided to introdace the sys- 
tem of house-masterships, thas giving the assis- 
tant masters a direct and permanent interest in 


the institution. Two observations of a more: 


taught, and there are schools whare instruction, 
is given in theBible by the various persuasions 
of Christiane. Religious instruction in this 
particular colleze is, as you are aware, not 
obligatory. It is, however, given at the request 
of those parents who desire it, by teachers 
whom they have themselves chosen. Gentle- 
men, there is plenty of room in Egypt for 
schools of all these descriptions. I may add 
that, though Ihave been frequently urged to 
move the Egyptian Government to place its 
educational policy in the matter of religious 
teaching on a different, and perhaps somewhat 
more theoretically defensible, basis than that 
which now exiata, I have always held, and still 
hold, that this is a case where the homely 
proverb of “leaving well alone” applies with 
special torce. The main consideration, to my 
mind, ia to let edacation advance —and it is 
advancing with rapid strides—withont stirring 
the fires of religious strife. 

The other point which strikes me is, that the 
composition of this college is a very good 
representation in miniature of the cosmopolitan 
society of Egypt. I am informed that, out of a 
total of 186 pupils, 30 are Christians, 67 are 
=| 89 are Moslems ; whilst as regards 


nationalities, there are Egyptian, Turkish, 
Syriang}Armenian, Maltese, Greek, English, 
French, Italian, Spanish, Datch, Swiss, and 
Belgian pupils. There are mary such schools 
and colleges in this country. They cannot fail 
to do good. In the first place, as regards the 
relations between Earopeans and native Egyp- 
tiang, I would fain hope that this amalgama- 
tion of races may, in process of time, produce 
some effect in the direction of removing those 
misunderstandings which, even to a greater 
extent than any solid differences ot opinion, 
do much to foster racial animosity ; whilst, as 
regards Raropeans inter se, it may be hoped 
that the more the rising generation of the 
various nationalities see of eacb other, the more 
they will appreciate a fact ot which I have for 
many years been very fully convinced. It is, 
that the Europeans resident in Egypt — on! 
whom the progress, whether material or moral, 


together by a common interest. | think I notice, 
during the last two or three years, a distinct 
diminution of that petty international rivalry 
and acerbity which, in the past, has done 
infinite harm. It is my earnest hope that this 
healthy movement will grow space, and that 
all the educated and influential Eoropeans in 
this country will fully realizs that they stand 
together as the representatives and champions 
of western civilization. For this, amongst other 


| reasons, I welcome the establishment of the 


Victoria College, as an institution worthy of 
the great Sovereign whose name it bears. It 
will; I trust, help in some degree towards the 
political and social fasion of the various races 
who inhabit the valley of the Nile, and who, 
although they are not all Egyptians in the 
ordinary and technical sense of the term, 
dererva that title in its wider, and, as I think, 
traer sence, in that they are all dwellers ia 
Egypt, and all equally interested in the welfare 
of the country. In my opinion, it is in the 
direction of facilitating this fasion that the 
efforts of all trae Egyptian reformera should be 
turned. :

EGYPTIAN COMPANIES. 


FOUNDERS’ SHARES. 


The attitude of the Egyptian Government 
towards limited liability companies formed in 
Egypt is to become more paternal, as the State 
Legal Department has been mach exercised 
of late over the alleged abuse of founders’ 
shares in some recent issues. This Department 
has drawn the attention of the Government to 
the question and the matter will be brought 
up at the next Council of Ministers. The atti- 
tude ot the Ezyptian Government towards new 
companies is defined by Lord Cromer in his 
Report for 1889 as follows :— 

“J wish to repeat the warning I gave last year, 
to the effect that, when it is stated that the for- 
mation of an Egyptian Company has been sanc- 
tioned by the Egyptian Government, this on- 
ly means that the Company has conformed to 
certain conditions laid down by the Govern- 
ment as an essential preliminary to the sanction 
being given. It does not mean more than this. 
It does not in avy waysignify that the Govern- 
ment either approves of disapproves of the spe- 
cial enterprise with which the Company is con- 
cerned, considered: on its own merits. lo 
saying this, I have no wish whatever to 
discourage native investors. Some projects 
laid befora them wil], without doubt, be based 
on thoronghly sound principles, and will be 
likely to prove remunerative. Others, again, 
may be of a more doubtful and speculative 
character. The Government does not under- 
take to distinguish between these two catego- 
ries of investments. Its functions are strictly 
limited to laying down certain conditions, 
which the experisnoe of other countries has 
shown to be of a nature calculated to protect 
the interests of investors. The latter have 
then to decide for themselves, and 1 should 
add that the experience of other countries has 
also shown that no legislative or administra- 
tive measures can adequately protect the 
careless investor. Egyptians, therefore, will do 
well not to go to the one extreme of exaggerat- 
ed mistrust of all projects which may be laid 
before them, nor to the other extrema of 
accepting too hastily the accuracy of any facts 
and opinions which may be embodied in a 
prospectas, bat to adopt the middle course, 
which consists in carefally examining for them: 
selves, with the aid of competent friends, the 
merits of each special proposal, whether it be 
pat forward by Europeans or by their own 
countrymen.” 

This passage isreproduced in the last Report 
and at the time of writing it his Lordship had 
not changed his opinion as he re-endorses the 
views laid down. During the few months since 
the last Report was written there has been 
extraordinary activity on the part of the Com- 
pany promoter with the resalt that the atten- 
tion of the State Legal Department has been 
drawn to the alleged abuse of founder’s shares.

Hitherto the \conditions exacted by the 
Egyptian Government in regard to founders’ 
shares, preliminary to the Khedivial sanction 
being obtained for the frmation of the com- 
pavy, have been that founders’ shares shall not 
rank for dividend autil the ordinary share- 
holders have received at least 5 per cent. ‘The 
amount which the articles of aseoziation may 
assign to them shall not exeeed the half of this 
surplus and upon the wisdweep of the com- 
pany, and after the roimbarsement of the 
ordinary shareholders at par, the balance of the 
assets of the company shall be divided in the 
same proportion between ordinary and foan- 


ders’ shares. 
Under the scheme now contemplated it ia 


proposed to form a system of control as rega d- 
limited liability companies, and the Khedivia 
sanction, which now simply means that the 


company hss conformed to certain regulations, 
will henceforth be eqaivalent to an endorsement 
by the Goyeroment thatthe company is based 
02 princip'es which are believed to be sound 
by the ‘“Contentieux.” Any such project is 
quite unworkable, for it will inevitably place 
the Government in an invidious position vis-a- 
vis the public, who will hold such a system of 
supervision as tantamount fo an expression of 
the Government’s approval or disapproval of 
the company, who obtains or is refosed the 
Khedivial sanction. Sich grandmotherly legis- 
lation is doubtless dictated by the best of 
motives, bat it is beyond the sphere of a 
@>vernment’s duties, and if any such project 
comes into force it will haveto be ignominiously 
withdrawn. 


EGYPTIAN LITERATURE’. 


Dr. Badge, of the British Museum, is a moat 
l.borions writer, and makesample use of the 
treasures in his keeping. We. trast there is 
no trathin the rumour that other savants, 
especially those who come from the Continent, 
find accass difficult even to texts already 


published which they desire to verify in our! 


Moseum. At all events the present work, on 
the most difficult province of hieroglyphics, 
shows ample learning and research. It eeems 
to us, however, somewhat of a “tweesy” book 
too special for the general public and not 
quite satisfactory to the scholar. The main 
body of the work consists in texts with trans- 
lations, of which we do not profess to ques- 
tion the accoracy. We cannot conceal: our 
doubts whether the deciphering of the Egyp- 
tian soripte, which is certainly sound as far 
as mere facta and the ordinary forms of the 
old langaage are in question, has yet pene- 
trated to the real spirit of the language and 
the delicate nuances of moral and poetical 
ideas, in fact, to the inner understanding of 
a langasge so long dead and so foreign to 


our habits of'thought. ‘The Book of the Dead, , 


above all, seems to contain so much allegory 
and mysticism that the modern decipherer 


can hardly feel sare that he has probed tho} 


real meaning of this elaborate ritual. Dr. 
Badge seems satisfied that ho has solved most 
of the perplexities, and in what he calls his 
“prefatory” remarks, which appear in the 
third volame, give as an analysis of the prin- 
cipal ideas and scenes in two distinct books 
of Faneral Ritual. Nothing is more surprising 
than to compare this analysis with the des- 
cription given by Hincks of the Book, to 
which he had access in 1848, That wonder- 
fal scholar had guessed a great part of the 
sense at a time when the reading of ths words, 
and the comparison of various versionr, was 
ouly in its infancy. And he, too, aged to 
complain of the difficulty of gaining an en- 
trance to the treasure rooms: of the British 
Museum, not merely regarding Egyptian, bat 
sti'l more regarding those Assyrian and Baby- 
louia texts in which his studies still mark an 
epoch. 

De. Badge is probably right when he draws 
a sharp distinction between the theory of a 
merely material afcer life, containing a mere 
enhancement of earthly pleasorer, and that of 
a mystical union with the San God and of an 
immaterial fature. He also shows that the 
beliet of rewards hereafter for moral gosdhoza 
in this life existed alongside a belief that 
magical formule, if used by the dead, could 
coerce the powers of the next world and compel 
them to admit the sonal to the abode of the 
blessed. Bat when he tells us that ‘from the 
the Fourth Dynasty onwards there was a very 
large class who had no belief in a purely 
material heaven,” he tells us what is extremely 
unlikely in itself, and what he cannot have a 
tithe of the necessary evidence to prove. At 
all ages and times the great majority of people 


who have believe?, or who do believe, ina 


fatare state have made material pleasures a 
large part of their hopes. Itisa highly interest- 
ing question whethes the moral or the magical 
view of the right of entrance into heaven 
was the earlier. Dr. Budge seoms to incline, in 
our opinion rightly, to the priority’ of the ma- 
gical view. Moral ideas are after all very scarce 
among primitive people. The first notion of 
unseen inflaences among savages is that they 
are hostile or mischievous, and are to be 
controlled by tha magician or medicine man, 
Such may have been tha condition of Egyp- 
tian religion 10,000 years 3.0. For even 
at the rise of the First Dynasty there was 
an advanced civilisation: Dr. Budge thinks 
that the vignettes at the hesd of each chapter 
of the Book of the Dead were illustrations 
of the text, subseqaently added. The more ob- 
vious view is that at some remote sge pure 
pictures were used and that they remained 
at the head of the chapter long after they had 
veen explained by’ writ‘en text. We rhoold 
more readily bow to his authority on these 
professional questions if we found bis judg- 
ment sound on the obvious things in history. 
But this is not so : “In ancient Egypt,” he tells 
us, “as elsewhere, the fortanes of the gods and 
the wealth of their sanctuaries increased or 
declined according as the inhabitants of the 
land were prosperous or otherwise.” ‘This is 
n fisgrant contradiction with notorious facts 
in modern history. In Spain the Charch has 
flyurished on the rain of the people, and in 
une.of Mr, MacCarthy’s recent books it is 
learly proved that the splendour ot the Roman 


Catholic charches and: religious houses n- 


Ireland varies inversely with the prosperity of 
ihe district. Wealth of the priests and poverty 
of the people are by no means “opposing and 
contradictory” to use Dr. Budge’s curions 
vhrase in another connection. Bat when a man 
stadies mary largaages he is leas likely to ba
